be registered 


with a city or town cleik and 
th.3 


ceiemony performed by a priest, min- 
ister or magistrate, duly authorized, 
and that the paities to be mairied be 
of suitable age. 
Laws of states differ 


but it is held that a marriage in one 
state is valid in every .other. 
Now. 


then, why not have a general mar- 
riage law which would operate in all 
states 
and 
thus prevent 
men 
and 


women of one state going to another 
state to embrace a condition of life 
denied them for some reason (just or 
otherwise) by the laws of the state 
which is properly their home'' 


The trouble 
is that the twentieth 


century man 
and woman tnmk too 


ightly of the marriage question and 
are pi one in too many cases to em- 
brace the form to avoid the conse- 
quence of an unlawful manner of liv- 
ing. 


Mariiage law, however, cannot make 


a man moi al or compel him to guar- 
antee the support and care of children 
and their education, though he be re- 
sponsible for their incoming to 
thi^ 


world; laws alone cannot compel peo- 
ple to be honest, thrifty or ambitious, 
and certainly law does not represent 
the highest rule of morals. 


Law seems to be an agreement bv 


men or something that is for the gen- 
eral good and the marriage law a form 
demanded for social proteclion, just be- 
cause marriage is a contract. 


Well, yes, this is a contract and one 


made by law process, but how about 
divorces ?

THE ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION 


T 


HE dedication oC the buildings to be u&ecl in connection 


with the St. Louis Exposition will have an appropri- 


ate and potent effect in directing the attention of the world 


, to the real significance at the prospective display. 


As a mere exhibition of artistic and industrial progress 


'the St. Louis affair will probably not differ greatly from 
similar ones which have preceded it both at home and 
abroad. 
"But those of u national character which liave 


been held in this country have had a moral and political 
significance apai t from their aitistic, scientific and indus- 
trial features. In a general v, ay the first one, held in New 
York in 1S53, served to commemorate three fourths ot a 
century of American 'ndependen.ee. 
Ihe Centenial at 


Philadelphia was distinctively a celebration of a ccntm-y 
of national freedom. 
The g-ieat fair at Chicago was in 


honor of the discovery of America by Columbus four hun- 
dred years ago, an<J the one in prospect at St. Louis, is 
designed as a fitting recognition of the grand results which 
have flown from the acquisition ot Louisiana from France. 
All of these aie of the greatest significance, not only to the 
United States but to the whole world. 


The discovery of Amcuca was the most impoitant sin- 


gle event that has e\ei transpired since history began. 
Practicaly it doubled the known aiea o£ the earth's sur- 
face available for settlement and human habitation. Moio 
than this, the new territoiy was settled and its tesources 
weie developed under conditions so essentially diffeient 
from those existing in the Old "Woi'lcl.as vitally 19 .iffect 
the' political industnal fortunes of the entire human 
family. 


On the American continent monarchical go\ eminent 


has bf>en viitually destioyed and Republicanism substitut- 
ed. Theoretically1, at least, almost every American govern- 


' merit is "a govemment of the people" 
The greatest oi 


these is the United States, \shieh is also the prototype ot 
all the rest. The greatness of the American republic has 
been pictured and clesciibed by thousands of tongues and 
pens. The, political significimco of the establishment of a 
government such as ouif. can scaiceiy be grasped in all 
its length and breadth by the human mind; but certain it 
it that the birth and development of our ftee institutions 
ha.s materially changed Uu- \\hole cuirent of the world's 
political affairs. The American republic has become a, tre- 
mendous motal force, and ha.s greatly ameliorated condi- 
tions even in those counti ios the government of \\hich arc 
still nominal despotisms. 


Ihe growing wealth and power of the country have, 


of course, been potent in pioducing these results. Were we 
no larger or stronger than. Switzerland, ho\\e\rr good and 
tree our institutions might bo, out influence foi the ujp- 


" lifting of mankind would be almost inappreciable. Herein 
lies the significance or the Louisiana purchase by President 
Jett'erson. The terntoiy thus, acquired, amounting to more 
than a million square miles, constitutes natuially the i ich- 
est portion of our domain. Probably the. time is not fail- 
distant when one half of the wealth and population of the 
Union will be found \\ithin this territoiy. E\en now it 
constitutes a vastly important addition to oui .wealth and 
strength. Without it \\ e would scarcely be a nist class • 
Dower. 
"With it we are far in the lead of the greatest of 


European stale, and it is in this region, almost an unbroken 
wilderness when we bought it, that oui greatest future de- 
velopment must take place. 


When it is considered that the single State of Mis- 


souri is larger in area than England and Wales combined, 
and has probably greater natural resouices; and when it 
is further considered that these two countries support in 
a fair degree of comfort something like thirty millions of 
people, the imagination is liteially staggered when con- 
templating the possibilities of future development within 
the territory formerly known as Louisiana' 


No person, native or foreigner, can visit the great expo- 


sition to be held in St. Louis, the principal city of this 
region, without being impressed with the stupendous chai- 
acter of the changes wrought there within the last one 
hundred yeais, and the infinitely greater things which the 
next century has in store. Therefore we should all rejoice 
at the happy auspices under which the dedication has 
taken place, and as patriotic Americans wish for the cele- 
bration the fullest measure of success that can possibly 
attend such an undertaking.

Each state has the

to organize their own g-overnment and 
manage local affairs' as a separate 
unit. To secure the utmost efficiency 
and economy ^reason suggests that the 
officials should be chosen lor the sole 
purpose of carrying on its affairs 
To 


make it a political institution can add 
nothing to its strength; and, on the 
contrary, it would place those elected 
under obligations to a party instead 
of to the public. It would divide their 
energies and weaken their allegiance to 
their constituents. 
While they could 


not possibly exercise any influence of- 
ficially upon any political 
question, 


they would be expected to make ap- 
pointments and give out contracts to 
bolster up county, state and national 
parties. The effect is seen in cities and 
towns all over the union and those 
who have saved a little and have it 
invested in Reno should 
be 
wise 


enough to avoid the pit falls into which 
neighbors have fallen. 


'Who will be benefited by having the 


city council or the school board par- 
tisan?
